Living to Help the Deaf

Back when she was a student at ORRJHS, Marion 
resident Nina Batt played a concert with the jazz band for 
an auditorium of deaf children. 

''We did a concert at the Rhode Island School for 
the Deaf. I thought it was a horrible idea. Why would you 
play music for deaf people?'' Batt said. 

But then she noticed something unexpected. The 
students sat on the floor. Some had water bottles sitting in 
front of them. 

"They could see the vibrations in the water 
bottles. They would put their hands on the ground to feel 
the music." 

Though she had learned to sign the alphabet 
in elementary school, this concert was Batt's true 
introduction to deaf culture. 

While attending high school, Batt was a member 
of the drama club. Through special arrangement, 
members of the Rhode Island School for the Deaf drama 
club came to see the ORR production of "Evita." 

"We had translators on stage signing during the 
whole production," said Batt. 

Later, a friend introduced her to the basics of 
American Sign Language, which acted as a catalyst for 
Batt's interest in the deaf community. 

Now, she is a student at the College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester, Massachusetts where she is continuing 
to pursue her passions.

with DEAF, Inc., a non-profit in New Bedford which 
serves the deaf community. While much of her job was 
administrative, she had the unique experience of using 
ASL from nine to five every day. 

"It's a very small office, so sometimes people 
would be waiting to be seen for an appointment and Fd 
sign with them and chat. One of my bosses was deaf and 
one was hard of hearing. It was really cool to have that 
dynamic with the both of them. I would have to sign 
the entire internship. It was definitely a full-immersion 
[situation].'' 

Since then, her mother, Sarah, has begun 
taking ASL classes at the DEAF, Inc. office in Alston, 
Massachusetts. 

''She just wanted me to have somebody else I 
could sign with," said Batt. 

After the internship was over, her family began 
discussing the possibility of taking a vacation. Around 
the same time, Batt had been considering running a half- 
marathon, something that has been a goal of hers for 
some time. Fier step-father pushed for a trip to Vancouver 
and happened to find a local race. 

"My step-father has been out there and he loves 
it. He found [a half-marathon] in Vancouver, so we 
thought, when we're there, why not take a mini-family 
vacation and hang around for a couple days?" 

But Batt saw an opportunity to turn the race into 
something bigger than a checkbox on her bucket list.

"I kept it together in the doctor's office when 
she told me. It wasn't until after, when I was out on the 
sidewalk. That's when I completely lost it/' said Merry. 

"Can you drive home?" Steve asked after she 
broke the news to him that morning. 

"I guess this means we can't go to Baltimore," she 

said. 

For Merry and Steve, her diagnosis changed 
everything. Steve, who was working as a consultant 
for the Stoughton public school system, immediately 
resigned his position in order to support Merry. 

"It turned my whole world upside down. At that 
point, she needed me to be available. Throughout her 
treatments, I was always nearby. I stopped playing golf 
so I wouldn't be out on the course away from her in case 
something happened. Everything I did focused on her. 
She had to be my priority," he said. 

He characterizes himself as a problem solver, but 
her cancer forced him into a paradigm shift. 

"I like to fix things, but I couldn't make this 
better. I just had to try to make it easier for her." 

Dealing with a cancer diagnosis, though, is on the 
furthest end of the spectrum from "easy." 

After the initial shock and disbelief faded, the 
Heaths made a conscious decision to remain positive 
throughout the entire ordeal. They didn't know exactly 
what was going to happen, but they vowed that no matter 
what was in store, they would meet it head on and with

optimism. 

"Once you overcome that initial fear, you can get 
to a place where you can see your options/' Steve said. 

In the days following her diagnosis. Merry had 
scheduled herself an appointment with an oncologist. 

''That was the best thing we could have done. She 
could actually explain everything to us and we needed 
that," she said. 

The oncologist presented them with a flurry 
of explanations and options, but Merry had only one 
question. 

"Am I going to be ok?" 

"We can beat this. We can cure this. But it's going 
to take a year," her doctor said. 

At that moment. Merry and Steve shared a 
collective sigh of relief that they will never forget. All 
of a sudden they felt as if they were in control, like they 
would eventually have their lives back. They had found 
the cancer early enough, technically at Stage I, to ensure 
a full recovery. Due to the size of the tumor. Merry would 
have to undergo surgery in June followed by six rounds 
of chemotherapy and scores of radiation treatments at 
Mass General in Boston. 

While in preparation for her surgery, the doctors 
noticed an abnormality in her right breast. Not taking any 
chances, they ran a wide range of tests to determine what 
it was. 

"It was to the point where I had been through so

many tests, they couldn't get a read on it/' said Merry 

In the end, that lump was simply a benign 
growth, which they removed as well. 

Despite having a positive prognosis, the day of 
her surgery was nerve-racking. 

"\ was on pins and needles the whole time. I 
had about 40 cups of coffee sitting in the waiting room. I 
couldn't stand it," said Steve. 

It was July when Merry began chemotherapy 
treatments. She went on Fridays so she could take the 
weekends to recover. 

"After the first round I thought, 'Oh, if this as 
bad as it gets, I can do this,'" she said. Though she only 
received treatment once every three weeks, the effects of 
chemotherapy are cumulative. Her hair would begin to 
fall out after her first appointment, and from there, the 
experience of chemotherapy began to take shape. 

"By round two, that Friday wasn't bad, but on 
Saturday, [Steve] found me on the bathroom floor," she 
said. 

The side effects of chemo are as unpleasant as 
they are numerous. Patients can experience extreme 
nausea, loss of appetite, constipation, mouth sores, aches 
and pains, and sensitivity to sunlight. Merry suffered 
from some of these, including a condition she calls 
"chemo-brain," which she describes as a very frustrating 
kind of memory loss. 

"The chemo just beat the living crap out of [her],"

said Steve. 

"I had so many pill bottles for everything/' Merry 
said, adding that she had taken her prescriptions exactly 
as instructed, but still suffered considerable discomfort 
during the process. 

''You just want to be left alone. You don't want to 
eat. You just want water. I napped a lot. It feels like you've 
been hit by a truck," she said. 

"I had to be close enough to be at her call, but I 
had to give her the space she needed," he said. 

Despite the pains of chemo, her treatment was 
going well. But their positive attitudes were eventually 
shaken by what happened on Labor Day weekend in 
2010. 



"It was really hot and humid, so I decided to 
take a shower," she said. "When I was in there I got a 
nosebleed and it just wouldn't stop. I called my doctor 
and she said that we'd better go to the ER. So we went 
over to Tobey Hospital, but they couldn't stop it." 

Merry was eventually transported to St. Luke's 
Hospital, where they inflated a special balloon in her 
nostril to put pressure on the bleeding. She lost so much 
blood it took her three weeks to recover. 

"That was a real setback for me. It didn't make me 
feel very confident," she said. 

Because of the nosebleed. Merry was forced to 
take some time off from her private business cleaning 
homes and offices. She had been working regularly during

her chemo. 

"Work was great for her because it was like a 
therapy. It helped keep her mind off of things/' Steve 
said. 

In November of 2010, Merry began radiation 
treatments. She went five days a week and completed 
therapy two days before Christmas. 

By the beginning of 2011, she was returning to 
her doctor for regular check-ups and non-radiation drug 
therapy, which she continued until April. Now, she is on a 
five-year drug therapy regimen designed to help balance 
hormones and chemical changes in her body. 

Today, Merry and Steve are closer than they 
were before her cancer. They realized from the beginning 
they would have to commit to one another in suddenly 
new ways once she was diagnosed and that bond has 
remained. 

"Going through this, it had to be a team thing. 
I can't imagine someone going through breast cancer 
without someone there for them," said Steve. 

"He was my rock the whole time. I couldn't have 
done it without him," Merry said. 

With successful treatment, many cancer survivors 
and their families are left wondering what may come 
next. They are more conscious of their choices, more 
aware of the frailty of existence. 

"Go forth and live your life," Merry's doctor told 

her. 

For months, the Heaths had to accept the smaller 
victories and learn to appreciate the simple things. 

"We always tried to have things to look forward 
to, whether it was going out to eat or sitting outside by 
the fire pit," he said. 

Those months of fearful trepidation have long 
passed and now they enjoy being back in the swing of

normal life. Merry volunteers for Look Good, Feel Better, 
an outreach program organized by the American Cancer 
Society which offers hair and make-up help for women 
who are undergoing aggressive cancer treatments. 

"The women interact with each other so it acts 
as sort of a therapy session. Sometimes they ask me 
questions about what I went through. But sometimes it's 
hard to volunteer with cancer patients because you know 
the long, hard road they're on," Merry said. 

Despite the emotional and physical agony she 
and Steve have endured, they have not let her cancer 
cloud their vision for their future. 

"There's no doubt it changes your life, but I think 
it's changed ours for the better," said Merry.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eukanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain 
a diagnosis.

of virtually every student for four years. 

The problem then becomes how to prepare 
students for the test in meaningful ways that will 
encourage them to study and face the test with less 
anxiety Traditional tutoring materials tend to be about 
as interesting as the test itself. The old-school way of 
studying for the SAT relies on the student adapting to the 
curriculum, not the other way around. 

This past weekend at ORR, students had the 
opportunity to prep for the test using a new type of 
material: pop culture. 

'T think the advantage of using pop culture is 
that it makes things more interesting/' said proctor Mariel 
Heupler, who works for Catalyst Prep, the company 
responsible for putting a modern spin on SAT prep. 
''Students are most likely to remember this stuff if it's 
related to something they actually like." 

For two days, participants spent a total of eight 
hours reviewing strategies for mastering the SAT, from 
using Lindsay Lohan to reinforce vocabulary to studying 
how Justin Bieber's head can teach about parabolas. 

"It's getting me more comfortable with the SAT," 
said Sophie Harding, a senior from Marion. "It's making 
me more confident for the test." 

Harding said she had taken the PS AT and SAT in 
previous years, but did so with no organized preparation. 

If Harding's experience is any indication, this 
new-fangled approach to SAT prep may be the key to

special officers/' Garcia said. 

The Board of Selectmen then voted unanimously 
in favor of their appointments. 

"Welcome aboard, gentlemen/' said Chairman 
Stephen Gushing following the vote. 

The Board's second hearing of the night, with 
John Ludes to discuss the parking lot of the Marion 
General Store, was cancelled. According to Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson, Ludes had called the Town 
Hall indicating that he was withdrawing his request for 
the painting and striping of the parking lot. 

Then, Dawson submitted his Town 
Administrator's report to the Board of Selectmen. 

"You may recall we received correspondence from 
Verizon regarding the upcoming expiration of our existing 
license. We received correspondence from Gomcast along 
the same lines," Dawson said. 

The licenses expire in two years, but the 
negotiation process for new licenses can take that long. 
Dawson requested the approval from the Board of 
Selectmen to advertise for a cable advisory committee 
to head up the licensing process. He said the committee 
should be either five or seven members and include a 
member of the Board of Selectmen. 

"It really needs to be thoroughly thought out and 
negotiated to get the best deal possible," said Dawson. 

"Better start now than to try to play catch up 
later," Gushing said. 

Dawson then briefed the Board on the Town 
House Advisory Gommittee meeting from a few weeks 
ago. 

"As you'll recall, the Gommittee' s ultimate goal 
is to present a plan for what to do with this building. 
The sense of the town meeting last year was to narrow 
down the possibilities. I think the Town House Advisory 
Gommittee did a good job in its presentation in laying out 
how we got here today. There were 40 or 50 in attendance 
at the meeting," Dawson said. 

The majority of the voices from the meeting were 
in favor of renovating the existing Town House, rather 
than constructing a new facility.

ZBA Approves New Swimming Pool 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals met 
for a brief meeting on Thursday, September 27. The first 
hearing of the night was for Peter and Lynne Arruda of 
10 Union Church Terrace, who were seeking to drop a 
non-transferable clause from a permit from 2000 for the 
creation of an in-law apartment at their home. Elimination 
of the clause allows the structure to be regarded as a 
multi-family home. 

"It's just so, if we sell the house, they don't have 
to go through the whole process," Arruda said, referring 
to the occupants of the apartment attached to his home. 

The ZBA voted in favor of the language change 
on Arruda' s permit. 

Then, the Board held a hearing for Joe Carreiro 
of 99 New Bedford Road, who would like to construct a 
16-foot diameter above-ground swimming pool on the 
property. At the time of the meeting, no plans had been 
submitted to the Building Commissioner, who rejected 
the project because it did not meet setback requirements.

property line to the edge of the pool and I came in around

members and administrators; I see rather hastily adopted 
policies to meet an external measure. The members of 
the School Committee need to ask the questions - what is 
good for our school? How does what we are approving 
affect our students? 

My love for teaching and my devotion to my 
students and their learning never diminished. I woke up 
each morning excited to get to school and begin my day 
with my students. I loved the interaction in the classroom 
and my joy in my students' appreciation for what I had 
to offer them - whether that was an AP class or a B level 
class. The rewards were great. A former principal always 
told me how much he envied me because I could spend 
every day helping students learn and watching their 
progress and their willingness to work with me toward 
their own learning. To students, education is personal; 
not an exercise in data gathering. Excellent teaching, 
thoughtful and thought-provoking instruction, and an 
inspiring classroom create a true learning environment. 
Approaching students as individuals and not as an 
opportunity for test scores and data leads to student effort 
and motivation and the development of a belief in the 
value of education. 

I am also writing today with further validation, 
since this week's current news reports about MCAS 
scores locally and across the state emphasize the main 
points that I have put forth in my recent series of letters to 
The Wanderer. Yes, the MCAS scores from last spring are 
in, and reports say scores are up; but the reporting is all 
about schools and their ratings and the wonders of data- 
gathering and how data-gathering influences curriculum 
in order to prepare students for the tests. All this so 
that the school and administrators can be commended. 
Where, however, is the emphasis on and belief in 
individual learning and on true proficiency? Where are 
the students in all of this? They are the ones receiving a 
narrow, teaching-to-the test education. 

All the excitement displayed over higher MCAS 
scores is just what I have stated in previous letters - about 
data; not about the student or true learning, skill building, 
and proficiency. In a recent article in the Standard Times 
about the MCAS results, a Mattapoisett parent, father 
of two students at Old Hammondtown School, when

asked to comment on the school's commendation rating, 
is quoted as saying that his concern with MCAS . .is 
you're driving schools to teach to the test. It's great that 
the school has scored well. . .but it's not much of a thrill." 
He has stated my main points so clearly - the ratings and 
commendations excite the administrators and School 
Committee, because that is about the school and not 
about the students and their individual learning. Clearly, 
the emphasis is data over instruction and true education. 
Students are not cogs in a wheel, numbers for a less than 
authentic measure; they are individual learners with a 
need for skills, as well as imagination and inspiration. 
Our children only go through school once, and the 
students today are going to school in the midst of a very 
bad experiment. Ask questions. 

Coincidentally, on the same page in the 
newspaper as the quote referenced above is an article on a 
report that shows that nearly two thirds of Massachusetts 
public high school students are not prepared for college 
studies and require remedial classes, even though they 
have met MCAS standards successfully. In the past 
several years, I have seen some of my own students, as 
seniors, who had scored proficient on MCAS as tenth 
graders and yet are clearly not prepared for college 
studies in reading and writing. Reading well, reading 
analytically, and writing well are keys to success in 
college studies. 

What inspires students to learn are teachers

deeply educated, involved, and inspired by their subject 
matter - be that language, science, music, history, or math. 
Today teachers and students are being trained. Training 
is not inspiring. Trained for what? For scoring higher 
numbers on tests? For data that is not a true measure of 
learning? That is not education. 

Students need to be encouraged in creativity, 
imagination, individuality, and inspiration in order to 
have a vision for the future. As I planned in the summer 
for last year's school year, I decided to create a poster 
with just those words and used it all year to remind my 
students of what education is about.

development specialists - so many intelligent and 
concerned people at universities and colleges are writing 
about the detrimental effects resulting from the current 
test-driven, data-driven focus. Why aren't the school 
administrators and school committees listening and 
considering the children over their data and ratings? 

Please start reading on the subject; ask questions. 
The School Committee in the ORR District currently 
approves whatever administrators say will raise 
the scores. Teachers and administrators had agreed 
during the search for a new Director of Curriculum 
and Instruction that what the district most needed was 
good, authentic Professional Development for teachers. 
Instead, what the district acquired was a focus on data 
and training - all in the name of raising test scores. Much 
of the Professional Development brought recently to 
the teachers in the district has been neither scholarly 
nor inspiring. In fact, much of it has been purchased 
through Pearson - a large textbook publishing company 
selling Galileo (a test-making, data producing computer 
program), NovaNet, and workshops that many teachers 
have found neither innovative nor useful. Pearson is a 
.com - a profit-making company; not a .org. or a .edu. 

The school committee is charged with making 
decisions and setting policy for our students in all three 
towns - a very important role on the educational stage. 
Education should be a local concern; one size does not 
fit all. We can all agree that it is essential to stay within

hooper. Starring Joseph Gordon-Levitt and Bruce Willis. 
Directed by Rian Johnson. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

A word to the wise: Don't think too much about 
the time-travel element of hooper. For that matter, don't 
think too much about the plot, which kind of amounts to 
the same thing, hooper's being sold as a slam-bang sci-fi 
actioner, but that's not the story that writer-director Rian 
Johnson is interested in. It's a bit like 12 Monkeys stood on 
its head: In both, Bruce Willis travels back in time to stop 
something bad from happening. But 12 Monkeys wasn't 
only about how the past affects the future and how the fu- 
ture can change the past, and neither is hooper. It's more of 
a melancholy drama about people having touching faith 
in the notion that changing one small thing can change 
everything for the better, even if it means killing innocent 
people. The movie is morally murky, to put it lightly, and 
that's a bit refreshing; we're made to think about why we 
want the protagonists to achieve their goals — because 
they're the center of the movie? 

There are two protagonists, who are the same 
person at different stages of his life. Younger Joe (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) kills people for the mob; his victims are 
sent back in time from thirty years in his future, and he 
kills them and disposes of their bodies (the body disposal 
isn't as easy in the future, where everyone is "tagged"). 
Assassins like Joe are known as "loopers," and sometimes 
the future mob sends a thirty-years-older version of the 
looper himself, so that he has to kill his future self ("clos- 
ing the loop"). This is what happens, apparently, when Joe 
finds himself pointing his blunderbuss at older Joe (Bruce 
Willis), who escapes and takes off on a mission to make 
his (and younger Joe's) life better. 

All of the futuristic stuff is window dressing — 
especially since the "now" scenes, younger Joe's scenes, 
are set in 2044, though I'm not sure why. There is another 
major character, Sara (Emily Blunt), who lives on a farm 
and looks after a little boy whose continued survival 
and stable upbringing are important for a lot of reasons. 




The plotting gets a little "wait a 
minute." But the centerpiece of 
hooper finds younger and older Joe 
sitting across from each other in 
I younger Joe's favorite diner, and 
that scene — quiet, skillfully acted, 
bringing out Gordon-Levitt's itchy 
impatience and Willis' wounded 
I soulfulness — is really the whole 
movie, the reason, I think, that 
Rian Johnson (as well as Gordon-Levitt, reuniting with 
Johnson after the superb Brick) wanted to make the film. 

Neither younger Joe nor older Joe is entirely good 
or bad; they have heavy shadings of gray. Each is respon- 
sible for the deaths of innocents; younger Joe never asks 
what his victims did to be sent to him for execution, and 
we never find out. But the movie successfully expands 
on an intriguing concept introduced earlier in the film, 
when a hapless looper (Paul Dano) is expected to kill his 
older self and can't do it. The difference between the two 
Joes is something like the difference between Clint East- 
wood's Man With No Name and Eastwood's Will Munny 
in Unf or given. Younger Joe is cold, nihilistic, drugging 
himself away from awareness of what he does for a living; 
older Joe has passed through the flames and, improb- 
ably, in later life, found love. There's real weight in older 
Joe's passionate defense of the life he's managed to build; 
younger Joe's dismissal of that life seems inhumanly of- 
fensive to us. 

There's a lot of other window dressing, or "world- 
building" if you will, and some of it adds texture and 
some doesn't. Jeff Daniels is amusing as Abe, a guy from 
the future who runs the looper organization. Younger Joe 
tells Abe about his plan to retire eventually and move to 
France; "Move to China," Abe insists, "I'm a guy from the 
future — trust me, move to China." Abe is interesting, and 
an idiotic looper (Noah Segan) who puts too much trust 
in his long-barreled ''gat" affords some comic relief. Other 
stuff wasn't terribly clear to me: If, in the future, you can't 
hide the body of someone you've killed, why can't you 
just kill someone and ship the corpse back in time, instead 
of shipping a living victim and running the risk that he 
escapes or the looper chokes? But like I said (and like 
Abe says), don't dwell too much on the window dressing. 
Look through the window and into the diner; that's where 
the real movie is.

Century Old Tower Razed 
By Eric Tripoli 

On Tuesday, September 25, 
demolition of the Mattapoisett water 
tower on North Street began. The tower 
supplied water to the town for almost 
100 years, but was decommissioned 
when the newer system near Industrial 
Drive was completed in 2011. 

A century earlier, the Town 
of Mattapoisett had voted to create a 
committee to ''take action in regard to 
a water supply'' according to the Town 
Report from 1911. On December 12, 
1912, the town signed a contract with 
Hanscom Construction Company for 
a project that included erecting the 90- 
foot tall, 330,000-gallon tower on North 
Street. In addition, hundreds of feet of 
pipe were laid down on Depot Street 
and Randall Road, and almost 60 hy- 
drants were installed. The total cost of 
the project came in at just over $68,000 
and the tower began delivering water 
to the town on June 15, 1913. 

The demolition of the tower 
was scheduled to be complete by the 
end of this week. Here are two photos 
of the tower, one from 1913 and the 
other from September 25, 2012.
